THE FRENCH VICTORY AT ORLEANS—GAMBETTA
AND THE REPUBLIC—PRUESIAN STRATEGICAL
MOVEMENTS—PREPABRATIONS POR A (HASD
HORTIE AT PARIS,

Lonnon, Nov. 12.—~[Special to the New Vork
World. }—The whole tida of popular feeling, now in
Evogland, 18 l"lllmllrf strongly in favor of the
French, Even the Times, (eeliug thisinfluance,
has changed ite tone, and now urges Germany to
make pesce, and to withdraw from France, while
ehe may do 80 with safety,

This fealing is partly due to the horror excited
by the barbarous and wholly unjastifiable econdaot
ol the Prassiang, in attempling to supuress popi-
lar realstance in Frapeo, and partly to 4 rapidly
growing conviction, that England will be the next
victim of German ambition.

The speeeh of (he Lord Qlief Baron, the other
day, which declared that Austrin wonld be pros-
trate before Germanv—that Rassla will be com-
pelied 10 bartor her Baltie ports for Constantino-
ple, and that England, being only gafe so long ue
rhe remaing misress of the sens, must rrm hersell
for & denpernte struggle, has produnced great alarm
and disnny, and & hearty wish for the repuise of
the Germans and the trinmph of the French.

The following dispateh of the World's corros-

ndent at Tours, on November £, which was de-
ayed In transmission, gives the partipolars of the

beginuing of the engagement which ended in a

victory for the army of the Loire:

A great battle is being fought to-day, hetwaen
Mer and Beaugenoy., The affair began yestorday
with an engagement between the advancead guards
on the borders of the forest of Marchencie, The
French were attacked at 1L A. M, by a Prosslan
column consisting of two hattalions of Infantry,
1000 strong, of cavalry aud ten guns,

The French ocoupled the line from Poissy to St,
Laurent des Dols. At noon abatialion of Chasgsenrs
a pled debouched from St Laurent and drove hack
the Prussians betwoeen Valbere and Villeciclair,
The French cavalry then vigorously sttempted to
turn the Prussisn fiank, bat the Pruss‘ans, how-
ever, managed to eflect thelr rotreat at 4.30 P. M.
in the direction of Chatea Neaf, leaving their dead
and wounded on the Held, smong whom were
twenty offioers. Many prisonere, also, were taken.
All this happene ! prior to the more declslve en-
gs%vmeut which took place on tha following day,

he Times has the tollowing: Fall detalls of the

victory of General D'Aurelles de Pualadines over
Genernl Von der Tann hava not yet been recelved,
Engngements occurred both east and waest of Or-
lenns on November 9, and were continuad antil the
evening of Thursday. Durlng Tharsday the Freuch
drove the Prussians from Orlsans, inftleting severe
logs upon them, and are now in occupation of the
city. Von der Tann, with the remnant of his army,
is now retreatinF on the road leading from Orleans
to Plitheviers, alter vialnly attempting to foree his
way to Chateauneuf and Montargis, where he hoped

Tann's army D' Aurelles will march directly on
Paris and assault the German lines between Ver.
egilles and St. Germain, while Trochu makesa
rortie with 150,000 men to cut his way out and raise
the elege.
